They
nre the unerring barometers that fore
tell the success or failure, and gauge the
standing of a ecommunity, It was hard
for the South at first to renlize this.
There were enough private schools and
neademies lor the children of those who
could afford to patronize them, Asfor
the rest what did it matter? They were
better off without an edueation. It
would unfit them for their nltered sto-
tion in life, This was ever the universal
argumenl,

The chairman of the school committee
in o large Southern city recently said to
the writer: “Before the war, and lor
several years after it, I would Lave seon
this town swept by o pestilence sooner
thian to have witnessed the introduction
of publi¢ schools.  Finally 1 became con
vineed that | was in the wrong, aml
that free education was the one thing
needed o enable vs to keep up with the
procession. | am proud to say that |
wis man enough to acknowledge my
error. Since that day | have neglocted
my own business in order to attend to
school work; and now, sir, 1 ofler that
| pointing to a handsome new  pulilic
school building containing three huii
dred children) as the best evidence we
have to show of our city's progress."”

This sentiment prevails to-day o o
greater or less extent in every Soutliern
vity, and most of them point with prie
to public school buildings that are fully
cijual to those of the North in oppear
anee and equipment,  The same cannot,
however, be said of the rural districts ol
the South; hut the leaven of city influ
eiee is working, and the desire for ¢lo-
cation is gradually permeating the ontire
community. Even now, in proportion
to their wenlth, the Southern States nre
devoting more money to educationnl
prarposes thian those of any other section
of the country,  Another generation will
sce public schools, equnl to those of New
Eoglamd, established in every school dis-
irict of the South. Then, with her enor-
mous resonrces intelligently developed,
she will occupy o position abreast, il not
in advance, of the other enlightencd, pro.
gressive and wealthy communities of the
world,

A SUNDAY SERMON.

DR. RANKIN'S TALK AT THE
FIRST METHODIST.

The Alttention of the Audience In
Held by the Pastor With His
Eloguent Address From the
Text, Fools Make a
Mock at 8in,

Rev. Dr, Rankin preached to an im.
mense congregation nt the Central M.
li. church, South, yesterday morning.
Ilis text was, “Fools Make a Mock at
Sin:"* Proverbs 14-0,

“In the common seriptural acceptance
of the term," sail the speaker, *a fool is
aman who acts without wisdom, The
I'salmist tells us the fool has said, ‘There
i no God.' This is the most unmiti-
gnted type of unwisdom, and | rejoice that
there are but few such, Even the skep-
tic anid the infidel have some kind of
tiod, and he acknowledges his ignorance
on the subject, and does not deny it
There are too many evidences of the di-
vine existence for intelligent men to deny
that there is u God. He may not be my
kind or your kind, but there is a God
who elicits some homage from all,
“People who tamper with sin are foal-
ish, They do not aet with the same
forethought in moral afinirs as in busi-
ness. Let us look at the criminality of
sin, and we will be convineed that it is
foolish to mock at anything so palpable
in life as it is,

“What is sin? I the very conception
of the thought it is n violation of God's
word, Right in the clementary step sin
untagonized the law of God, However
ignorant he may be, every man has some
apprecintion of things right and wrong,
The book of Revelation has the purest
law ever applied to human life. 1M aman
violutes that law he violates the Divine
will. The purpose amd tendency of sin is
Lo cause absolute distrust of God, and
make Him o liar,

' When we fulsify God wedestrov selland
violate God’s law, 1 don't mean excey -
tional disobedience for even in our best
states we don’t do right at all times, and
God makes allowances for these ocen-
sional fulls. 1 have a great sympathy
for a man who is down now and then,
and he deserves the pity of all. What 1
mean is a maligpant kind of heart, one
that makes no effort, and goes through
life mpking God n linr, Sin is o perver-
sion of our faculties,  God made man up-
right and with perfect harmony of intel-
leet and heart, Sin came ny o foreign
clement  and  disturbed sl this har-
mony. That is what sin is doing to-
day. It's purpose amd work is to disor-
ganize amd demoralize, Sin curtails
our destiny, If God lias given us a world
like this we are led to infer that it is
unly the vestibule to o higher state of
being, The life above is the complement
of this life.  Sin breaks into this and
Lirings us down to the level of a brute,
“*Sin s corrupting to the nature, It is
like small pox, In that dread disease
there first comes o small white speck
which we don't fear, It spreads until
the body is o mass of corruption.  Sin
mny be mild at first and we may see
nothing to repel. It steals on and i
cludes the spirit, the noind and heart, and
the entire nature hecomes dominated by
it.  There is nothing so effective against
win i the word ol God, The world can
wever suggest anythiog that can do more.
Jesun came into the world te save sin
ners,  Henee D say there is no salvation
outside of Him,"
